Season Opens Sept. 19 


1966 Bag Limits For Ducks 
And Geese Are Increased 


ONE FATHER’S SOLUTION 

In Austin, Texas, a father has 
solved the problem of keeping his 
teenage daughter within the ranks 
of safe drivers. He designed a 
rear bumper sticker, and attach¬ 
ed it reading as follows: "Please 
report any discourtesies or reck¬ 
less driving to my Dad DI 2-8812.” 

This just might be a good idea 
for some other parents to follow. 


Alberta waterfowl hunters will 
be able to hunt more ducks and 
geese this year, according to the 
1966 Migratory Birds Regulations, 
released by the Canadian Wildlife 
Service, Department of Northern 
Affairs and National Resources. 

The bag and possession limits 
for ducks have been raised to six 
and 12, of which not more than 
three and six may be mallards. Not 
more than two canvasback or red¬ 
head ducks may be included in 
these daily limits. On and after 
October 14 two additional scaup or 
goldeneye may be taken per day 
and four additional may be pos¬ 
sessed. Limits for geese this year 
are six and 12, of which not more 
than three and six may be white- 
fronted geese and of which not 
more than five and 10 may be 
Canada geese. Limits for rails, 
coots and gallinules are six and 12, 
except that Indians, Eskimos, Metis 
and other persons living by trap¬ 
ping and hunting may take 25 
daily with no possession limit. 
Limits for Wilson’s snipe are 10 
and 20. 

* * . * 

Members of Vulcan and Dis¬ 
trict Fish & Game Association 
are reminded that the cutoff 
date for 1966 memberships is 
Sept. 1. This particularly affects 
big game hunters who cannot 
be eligible for local trophy 
competition unless they have 
secured a membership on or 
before this date. 

* * * 

This year, for the first time, 
every waterfowl hunter must pur¬ 
chase a Canada Migratory Game 


Bird Hunting Permit. Sales records 
of this permit and questionnaires 
to some hunters will enable the 
Canadian Wildlife Service to find 
out the number of waterfowl 
hunters, where and when they 
hunt, how many birds of each 
species are killed, and where and 
when these birds are killed. Such 
information—more accurate and 
complete than has been available 
before—will enable improved man¬ 
agement and thus increase hunting 
opportunity. These permits are on 
sale now at post offices for $2. 

The details of the opening and 
closing dates are as follows: 

Northern Zone, Sept. 9 to Nov. 
26 for ducks, rails, coots and Wil¬ 
son’s snipe; Sept. 9 to Nov. 26 for 
Canada geese and white-fronted 
geese, and Sept. 9 to Nov. 26 for 
other geese. 

Alberta goose management range, 
Sept. 19 to Dec. 3 for ducks, rails, 
coots and Wilson's snipe; Sept. 19 
to Dec. 3 for Canada geese anc} 
white fronted geese, and Oct. 8 to 
Dec. 3 for other geese. 

In tlie remainder of the Pro¬ 
vince of Alberta, Sept 19 to Dec. 
3 for ducks, rails, coots and Wil¬ 
son’s snipe; Sept. 19 to Dec. 3 for 
Canada geese and white-fronted 
geese, Sept. 19 to Dec. 3 for other 
geese.

Excellent Results 


County Students Attain 93^° 
Pass Rate In Grade 12 Exams 


The results of the Gradp XII 
examinations written in June 1966 
are now available and the over¬ 
all’ results obtained by students of 
the County of Vulcan schools are 
considered to be much better than 
the provincial average and com¬ 
pare favorably with the results 
obtained in Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton high schools. 

Every high school in the County 
showed improvement over the re¬ 
sults obtained in 1965. 

County of Vulcan students 
wrote 478 Grade XII examination 
papers, obtaining a passing grade 
in 93% and matriculation stand¬ 
ing in 70%. In 1965 the figures 
were 86% and 64% respectively. 

By schools, the following results 
were obtained, with the 1965 
figures shown in brackets: 

Milo—■ Passing grade -97% 
(91%), Matriculation Standing 
68% (65%). 

Lomond— Passing Grade 94% 
(87%), Matriculation Standing 
79%. . (66%). 

Vulcan County Central— Pass¬ 
ing Grade 93% (84%), Matricula¬ 
tion Standing 70% (64%). 

These results will, no doubt, be 
improved by the writing of supple- 
mental examinations. In any case, 
the teachers and students are to 
be highly commended for achiev¬ 
ing these high averages.

List Of County Scholarships Growing 


Establishment of the Mr. and 
Mrs. E. R. Finckh Scholarship 
Fund of $25,000 earlier this year, 
the interest from which will be 
used annually to provide two 
scholarships for graduating stud¬ 
ents of the County Central High 
School at Vulcan, brings to six 
the number of scholarships avail¬ 
able to students of County of 
Vulcan schools. 

The two E. R. Finckh bursaries 
will be awarded each year to 
students graduating that year 
from the County Central High 
School who have obtained clear 
senior matriculation for entrance 
to a university but whose further 
education may be impeded because 
of financial circumstances. The 
students with the highest average 
marks among the students deemed 
to be eligible for the bursaries on 


the basis of need shall receive the 
awards each year. Contributing 
factors will be moral character, 
sincerity and industry, sportsman¬ 
ship, citizenship and contribution 
to school and community life. 

Applicants must have definite 
plans for continuing their 
education. 

The committee selecting the 
scholarship winners consists of 
the Reeve of the County of Vul¬ 
can, the Superintendent of Schools 
for the County and the principal 
of the County Central High School. 

Application forms for the Mr. 
and Mrs. E. R. Finckh Scholar¬ 
ships are available at the County 
Office and applications are now 
invited. 

The Andrew Haworth Scholar¬ 
ship, comprised on one year’s in¬ 
come from a $10,000 trust fund, 


is awarded annually to the Car- 
mangay student receiving the 
highest marks in the final year of 
Grade 12, including not less than 
four departmental subjects. The 
scholarship is to be used for the 
further academic or vocational 
training of the student. Applicants 
must be residents of Carmangay 
or district and attend a County 
of Vulcan high school or a high 
school adjacent to and sanctioned 
by the County of Vulcan. 

The Percy Haslam Scholarship 
is awarded annually and provides 
for the continuation of education 
or'training each year of a student 
whose parents have taken or are 
taking an active part in the work 
of the Berrywater local of the 
Farmers Union of Alberta.

Agriculturist 


Fall is the time when we can 
learn from the services of research 
as provided by the Experimental 
Farms, through field days and 
demonstrations^ With this in mind 
I thought I’d pass along the fol¬ 
lowing which may be of interest to 
farmers and homemakers in the 
county. 

BROOKS FIELD DAYS 

The Provincial Horticultural Sta¬ 
tion at Brooks, Alberta, extends an 
open invitation to all visitors to 
attend their field days on August 

29, 30 and 31. 

Every year the Station plays 
host to visitors from all parts of 
Canada and the United States. This 
year, to enable even more people 
to see the work they are doing, the 
staff have organized three special 
field days. 

There will be a general tour of 
the whole 341-acre station every 
day which will be followed by a 
specific tour. Visitors will find that 
most of their questions will be 
answered during the discussion 
periods at the end of each tour. 

Ornamentals will be featured on 
August 29. The specific tour will 
include a trip through, the orna¬ 
mentals shrubs, and tree block, a 
visit to the rose garden and the 
gladioli plot, and a tour of the an¬ 
nual and perennial beds. 

Vegetables will be the main 
areas of concentration on August 

30, Here, the emphasis will be on 
ihe tomato 'MO poiUlU tircuillng 
and testing trials, the varietal 
garden, and the commercial 
garden. Vegetable storage facilities 
and harvesting methods will also 
be demonstrated. 

August 31 will be devoted to 
fruits. A tour of the orchard plus 
a visit to the lath houses and pro¬ 
pagating plots will give visitors an 
idea of the extensive work being 
done in this area. There will also 
be a pruning demonstration. 

The Provincial Horticultural 
Station at Brooks fulfills an im¬ 
portant role in specialty crops. It 
acts as a liason between funda¬ 
mental research and applied re¬ 
search. Projects involving varietal 
testing, collecting, . and breeding 
programs of tomatoes, potatoes, 
and fruits all come within the 
scope of their work. The propaga¬ 
tion of trees for shelterbelts and 
rootstock is another aspect of the 
work. The pilot project concerning 
the commercial production of 
vegetable crops is particularly in¬ 
teresting. 

So either take your family, or 
even make up a party of friends 
and neighbors and plan to attend 
either one or all of these field days 
from August 29 to August 31. 

For those of you who were for¬ 
tunate enough to receive the Fruit 
Trees for Demonstration or Farm 
Orchards, I would strongly urge 
you to try and attend on August 

31, as there will certainly be some¬ 
thing of interest for you included 
in the day’s agenda.
